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SUPERINTENDENT’S ANNUAL REPORT 


To the Wentworth School Board: 


I hereby submit my tenth annual report as your superin- 
tendent of schools, and in it present for the people of Went- 
forth a discussion of those topics which seem to me most 
necessary to bring to their attention. If more statistical in- 
formation than this report gives is wanted, it will be 
promptly furnished on request. 


The; schools were opened with a new teacher in the room 
where Mrs. Strong taught last year. Some time before the 
election of teachers last April, Mrs. Strong notified me that 
due to a change in her plans she did not wish to be consid- 
ered a candidate for reelection. Mrs. Verla P. Jewell who 
taught last year in Marshfield, Vermont was employed. At 
the, time of her employment it was expected that she would 
have grades 3, 4, and 5, but when school opened she -had 
only grades 3 and 4, while Mr. Marston had grades 5, 6, 7, 
and 8. This arrangement resulted in a more nearly equal 
distribution of pupils among the teachers. 


It has happened this year that the first and second grades 
assigned to Mrs. Corbett have had an unexpectedly low 
registration of pupils. This means that as changes in grade 
membership occur from year to year, changes in grade as- 
signments for individual teachers may be expected. Both 
Mrs. Corbett and Mrs. Jewell have had comparatively 
smaller groups of children to work with, but in) my 
opinion, it has been of considerable advantage. At the 
very beginning of their school experience children have 
received more individual attention than has often been 
possible in former years, and it seems reasonable 
to suppose that this opportunity will be reflected 
in better accomplishment as they move along. In- 
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cidentally, our experience in Wentworth proves that 
predictions based on school census returns may prove 
to be quite different from actual conditions when children 
have reached school age. Population changes might easily 
give us a full enrollment in every room when we least ex- 
pect it. 


As superintendent of schools I very much appreciate the 
cooperation of Wentworth people, and the confidence they 
have in their school board. School board members face the 
necessity of making difficult decisions, deciding on policy, 
meeting the needs of the schools, which may bring criticism 
to them but for which only slight financial recognition is 
received. Those who accept public service deserve the sup- 
port and approval of those whom they serve. 


In the preparation of an annual budget, the school board 
and superintendent have done their best to strike a proper 
balance between school needs and taxpayers ability to pay. 
The budget for 1953-54 has been prepared with a great 
deal of care and is presented with the earnest hope that 
the people of Wentworth will accept the recommenda- 
tions of those who are trying to serve their children. 


In conclusion I want to express my thanks to the school 
board, the teachers, and to all who have contributed to the 
successful operation of Wentworth schools.
